, REFLECTIONS OF A LEARNED CONTRIB, 

Sir: As it is more distressing to be accused of a 
blunder than of a crime, so is it more r 
to be charged with an anachronism than with & 
misdemeanor. To be charged with the last leaves 
me unruffied, for I regard contribbing as a mis- 
demeanor per se; but the anachronism I must repel. 
Chimham was an associate of David, whom the 
best authorities place no earlier than 1000 B. C. 
The Homeric poems are generally conceded to go 
back at least to 900, and no one will contend that 
they were the product of a language which had 
come into being only a century before. Enough 
said, Chimham was later than the Greek pronun- 
ciation. F.’s proposal to make an Ishmaelite of 
Chimham must be ruled out. He was an Israelite 
and his language was Hebrew. Gesenijus and Dr. 
Strong in their dictionaries derive his name from 
a Hebrew root. The ‘first letter of the name is 
“kaph,” which is equivalent to “kh” or k,“ ac- 
cordingly as it does or does not follow. a vowel. 
There is no difference in the pronunciation of the 
aspirated and unaspirated “k,” according to Dr. 
W. R. Harper. This authority assigns only to 

“beth,” the guttural “h,” the pronunciation of 
“ch” in the German “buch.” Fortified by Dr. 
Harper, Dr. Strong, and the International dic- 
tionary, I ‘feel fairly secure in insisting on “ Kim- 
ham.”

BLOOD PRESSURE INDICA- 
TORS. 
NTER ESTE D REAPER writes: 
“ Will you please describe high blood 
pressure, its cause, ‘symptoms, and 
what can be done to improve the con- 


dition?” 


REPLY. ¢ 

| When we speak of blood pressure we 
mean the amount of pressure which must 
be applied against the artery of the arm 


The apparatus used is a tube like a small 
bicycle tube which is wrapped around 


i thé arm and into which air is pumped. 


When the pressure of air in the tube 
stops the pulse the tension is read off 
on a gauge. 

The factors in blood pressures are (a) 
stiffness or lack of elasticity of the blood 
vessel wall, (b) tension of blood in the 
vessels, and (c) force of the heart beat. 

The normal blood pressure gradually 
increases with age. We say that a pres- 
sure of 120 is normal in a person 20 
years of age and that an increase of 8 
for every ten years is normal. If a per- 
son’s blood pressure is much over 120 
when he is 20 years of age or 140 when 
he is 60 years of age we say he has high 
blood pressure. 

There are many causes of high blood 
pressure. One, and a very jmportant 
one, is habitual constipation. Another 
is prolonged overeating of meat. Per- 
haps general overeating is another. An- 
other is the chronic use of tobacco in con- 
siderable quantities. The use of alcohol 
is another. Lead poisoning and syphilis 
are other causes. Probably worry and 
overwork are other causes, though the 
latter statement may be | ect. 

Some of the symptoms of ‘high blood 
pressure are not reliable. Apoplexy is a 
reliable symptom, but from the stand- 


point of prevention is a useless one. Why 


lock the stable after the horse has been 
stolen? What we are interested in are 
symptoms that warn us while yet there 
is time. Vertige and dizziness are symp- 
toms of value present in some cases. 
Headache is another. Rapid failure of 
vision without glasses js another. 
The wise policy for people over 50 ls to 
have their blood pressures taken once a 
year if they have no symptoms of high 
blood pressure, and oftener if such symp- 
toms are present. If high blood pressure 
is found the kidneys, the heart, and the 
retina or back of the eye should be ex- 
at once. Assuming that no or- 
ganic kidney or heart disease is found a 
person can expect to improve his condi- 
tion a good deal if he will change his 
habits. I know of men who have lived 
for twenty years with blood pressures in 
the neighborhood of 200. I knew one man 
who outlived two wives and married a 
third—all after his had 
mounted over 180.

WOULD NOT GASES. 

H. T. J. writes: “The epidemic of 
influenza, from all reliable reports, has 
encircled the globe, recently having been 
reported all through Alaska, up to the 
arctic circle, in temperatures ranging 
from 20 to 30 degrees below zero, showing 
the epidemic is due to a germ on which 
severe cold or heat has no palpable ef- 
fect. I think the medical fraternity ad- 
mits this specific germ has never been 
seen under the highest-powered micro- 
scope. As the disease seems to attack 
the respiratery organs in particular, 
could it not be possible that the thou- 
sands of tons of poisoned gas shot into 
the atmosphere in the last cote or four 
years have impregnated the air to an ex- 
tent that it is now causing the suffering 
of mankind? As you are probably aware, 
in 1888 the volcano of Krakatao blew its 
head off in the Straits of Sunda, and the 
dust thrown into the air traveled around 
the globe within a year, causing the 
most beautiful sunsets for a year 
throughout the world. I am not suffi- 
ciently versed in the actions of gases to 
know if the powder gases would dissi- 
pate 80 as not to be harmful. I would 
like your opinion on this point.“ 

REPLY. 

There io no proof that any change in the 
gases of the air is responsible for influenza, 
nor is it probable. It ise not in accordance 
with the facts such as we have. There was 
no war to explain the epidemic in 1890, nor 
the other 100 epidemics of influenza during 
the last 800 years. 


FEEDING CON [DEWSED MILK. 

Mrs. R. E. C. writes: I. What pro- 
portion of condensed milk is equal to two 
ounces of water, four ounces of cow's 
milk, making six ounces at a feeding for 

a baby 8% months old?. 2. What pro- 
„A of boiled water and condensed 
milk should be used for a baby 3% 
months old?“ 

REPLY. 

1. Milk diluted two parte milk to one 
water contain a little more than 2 per cent 
fat. Sweetened condensed milk diluted one 
part milk to four and five-tenths part water 
contains a little more than 2 per cent fat. 
Such dilution is richer in sugar than plain 
diluted milk. 

2. One part to ten to begin with. If you 
feed sweetened. condensed milk be certain to 
give fruit juice.. Remember that you are 
overfeeding sugar and your baby will get fat, 
soft, and nonresistant unless you watch out.

[REPORTS ON L S MERCHANT MARINE 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—Com- 
pletion of the great merchant marine 
construction program as it now stands 
modified to meet the coming of peace 
and still further extension of ship- 
building is recommended by the 
United States shipping board in its 
second annual report to congress, made 
publie today. The question of a per- 
manent merc t marine program is 
left for future determination, the 
board indicating that it will have sus 
gestions regarding both development 
and operation at the conclusion of in- 
vestigations now in progres. 

Describing the tremendous fleet now 
operated by the government, the re- 
port shows how enemy tonnage was 
secured not only by taking over ves- 
sels interned in United States har-

Dealing with the steel ship program, 
the report states that efforts of the 
steel ship construction division have 
been devoted to accelerating the con- 
struction of ships, obtaining ships suit- 
able for war purposes, improving the 
quality of new construction, and ob- 
taining ships at reasonable prices. Dur- 
ing the year ending Aug. $1, 566 keels 
were laid, 358 ships launched, and 287 | 
ships of 1,800,000 deadweight tons com- 
pleted. 

The report declares that a materially 
better accomplishment is confidently 
expected during the coming year and 
that gratifying progress along tech- 
hical lines was made, particularly in 
the simplification and improvement of 
ships, and standardization of the many 
fittings required. 

With regard to the wood ship pro- 
gram, the report says the board: has 
recognized that more careful attention 
should be given to ships of large size, 
and, after investigation, has decided to 
recommend that efforts be concentrated 
upon, the construction of a 5,000 ton 
flush deck wood ship, which would be 
as strong as the 8,500 ton types now 
being built, and which could be pro- 
duced at a saving of approximately 320 
a ton. At the present time ten types 
of wood ships of 3,500, 4,000, and 5,000 
deadweight tons are being turned out. 

Since Aug. 1 wood ship production 
has averaged at least one complete, 
ready for service wood steamship per 
calendar day, and the report declares 
that this average willincrease, . 

Concrete ship construction has been 
limited, the report states, because this 
type of vessel is admittedly less effi- 
cient than the steel ship as a cargo 
carrier and because the present hull 
producing capacity of the country in 
steel and wood ships is in excess of the 
producing capacity of marine engine 
makers, and machinery for operating 
concrete ships could not be made avail- 
able. However, contracts for construc. 


tion of five government owned ship- 


yards for concrete construction have 
been signed and work begun, and the 
present construction program provides 
for thirty-eight concrete tankers and 
cargo ships of 7,500 tons, three cargo 
ships of 3,500 tons, and one cargo ship 
of 3,000 tons. In addition, plans have 
been prepared for ‘a 2,500 ton dead- 
‘weight concrete schooner coal barge, 
and bids asked, it, being intended to 
build twenty-five of these. 

During the fiscal year ended June 
80 117 American vessels of 94,740 dead- 
weight tons were transferred to for- 
eign registry, permits being granted by 
the board when special circumstances 
indicated that the change would not in- 
jure the national interest. During the 
same period foreign built vessels placed 
under American registry numbered sev. 
enty-five, of 545,995 deadweight tons, 
not including vesssis of Dutch regis- 
try taken over by the president.

FARM LABOR AND CITY LABOR. 

Kalamazoo, Mich., Dec. 14.— [Editor of 
The Tribune. -I have noted your edito- 
rial “As Man to Man,” and I think the 
idea a mighty good one. However, you 
have missed covering a mighty impor- 
tant point—viz,: the relation of farm 
labor to city union labor. Union labor 
is demanding a forty-four hour week at 


high wages and good ‘working conditions. | 
Compare this with the laborer on the. 


farm; he is generally the owner,” and 
if he accomplishes anything he must work 
at least twelve hours a day, or eighty- 
four hours a week—nearly double the 
hours of the city man. He really gets 
no holidays, for on these days chores are 
to be done and stock looked after. 

The city man has plenty of chance for 
amusement and to see things. The coun- 
try man is deprived of most of this. 

Take conditions in regard to hours of 
labor as they exist today on the farm 
and in‘the city, and you will find that if 
the farmer ived B per cent on his in- 
vestment and a common laborer’s wages 
per hour the city folks would pay much 
more for their living than they, do at the 
present time. 

We hear of union labor being repre- 
sented at the peace conference, but noth- 
ing is said about farm labor. What's the 
use? Farmers are not organized. 

I am 57 years of age; have worked in 


Chicago as a mechanic for fifteen years:

It costs the American Red Cross 
only 2 cents of each dollar of the 
millions appropriated to operate the 
administrative bureaus in the United 
States which took a vital part in the 
management of the greatest, relief pro- 
‘} gram the world has ever known. For 

i ple for war relief work mor 
— 11.61 is expended for that pur- 


interest on the funds. These are 7 
of the striking statemer‘s in the an 
nual financial report of the Red Cross 
covering the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1918. 

All the expenses of operating the 
national and divisional headquarters of 
the organization whose sheltering arm 
has embraced a large part of the earth 
in the last eighteen months come from 
a fund provided by membership dues, 

the war fund not being drawn upon for 
any but{relief expenditures. The total 
management expense of the organize 
tion for the fiscal year was $2,164,865. 

During the year which ended June 30 
the Red Cross approprjated $107,716,348 
to carry on its wor abroad and at 
home. Of this amount, $59,788,672 went 
for relief in foreign countries, $7,688,- 
856 for work in the United States, 
$4,945,557 for relief work in various 
countries on work specified by contrib- 
utors, $26,286,000 was set aside for 
working capital, and the balance went 
for other activities of the organization. 

This wide distribution of relief was 
made possible because in less than 
eleven months the American pore 
gave more than $300,000,000 to th 
American Red Cross, by far the e 
est sum ever contributed by any na- 
tion for humanitarian work.

Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 15 —Judge Ju- 
lian. W. Mack of Chicago was e.ected 
president today of the first American 
Jewish congress ever held on the 


American continent. The congress was 


characterized by one of the speakers 
as one of the 
epochs in Jewish life.” 

In taking the chair Judge Mack 
said it was the first time in Amer- 
ican history that Jews of all classes, 
all groups, and all factions into which 
Ameri@an Jewry has been divided have 
come together to deliberate solemnly 
and hopefully for the rights and the 
welfare of their race.

In congress and in the office of the 
chief of engineers of the war depart- 
ment, from both of which approval 
must be obtained, there is keen interest 
in what the approaching session of the 
Illinois legislature may do with the 
vexing problem. 

From the Washington viewpoint the 
time seems about ripe for favorable 
action if the Illinois legislature revises 
the Dunne waterway act, which failed 
to receive the approval of the chief 
of engineers and congress. 

‘Congress in Mood to Act. 

Waterway development in general 

has been given a tremendous impetus 
by wartime traffic congestion. Con- 
gress probably will be more ready than 
in the past to look with favor upon a 
comprehensive scheme for a channel 
connecting Chicago with the Missis- 
sippi river. 
An entering wedge toward construc- 
tion of an adequate waterway is held 
by its champions to have been driven 
when President Wilson set aside last 
summer $150,000 from his contingent 
fund for the dredging of the old Illi- 
nois and Michigan canal. Revival of 
barge traffic on the canal the coming 
spring is awaited to establish proof of 
the demand for water transportation 
So far as the general scheme for an 
Illinois waterway is concerned Maj.
